P RE F A C E. 


S ſome Remarks on Mr. Taylor's Piece 
have been publiſhed. very lately, the Reader 
may reaſonably expect an Account from me 

why bs now appear, wherein I am willing to gra- 

im. 
25 Author of thoſe Remarks, is not fond of 
the Uſe of the Word Imputation, on the Sub- 


jet of Chriſt's Obedience and Sufferings ; 


though he thinks it may be ſafely applied to 
both, as Dr. Doddridge hath explained it, 7. e. 
explained it away (a). He conſents to the Truth 
of a falſe Repreſentation of our Opinion by Mr. 
Taylor, viz. that we think the Death of *Chrif 
made God merciful; and wiſhes, that what he has 
faid, to correct that Miſtake, may not be with- 
out Effet (b). TI am not ſenſible, that any Per- 


ſon ever imagined this. Mr. Hampton grants, 


that the Sufterings of Chriſt were not penal, 
and that there is not a natural Connection be- 


3 tween his Death and Remiſſion of Sin; but

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that his Death is a Ground of our Redemption 
from Death, through the Will and Appoint- 
ment of God (); as any inſignificant Action 
might have been. Ti his is plainly giving up the 
Doctrine of proper Satrsfattion for Sin, or of 
real Attonement for it. I have ſome other Rea- 
ſons for my Diſſatisfafion, with Mr. Hampton's 
Remarks ; but I ſhall not trouble the Reader with 
them. 1 Juppoſe, enough is mentioned to con- 
vince, that, if our Opinion on this important Point 
zs to be defended, no Occaſion was adminiſtered by 
theſe Remarks, to ſtifle what I had prepared in 
anſwer to Mr. Taylor. I chearfully refer my 
Thoughts on this glorious Subject fo the Approba- 
tion, ar Cenſure of ſuch Perſons as have a 
Conviction of the evil Nature and juſt Demerit of 
Sin, a true Senſe of the Holineſs of Gad, and 
his righteous Diſpleaſure with moral Evil ; who © 
are willing to be determined by the Holy Scrip= © 
tures, without wreſting them, in their Sent: 
ments concerning this Doctrine, of which we can 
know nothing at all, but by Revelation. x

Some Things premiſed, relating to the 
Subject. 


FREELY grant, that the Doctrine of At- 
tonement, or Satisfaction for Sin, by the 
Death of Chriſt, is not to be explained, 

by any Judicial Procedures among Men. 
If it might be illuſtrated and confirmed by 
Rules, which do, or can lawfully obtain in 
human Conduct, towards the Innocent in a 
Way of Penalty, and towards the Nocent in 
Conſequence thereof: That Doctrine could not 

reaſonably be repreſented, as a Myſtery, which 
| B it 
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it is by the Sacred Writers. It is called the 
Wiſdom of God in a Myftery, the hidden Wiſdom : 
And the deep Things of God. | 

I will allow, that human Governments have 
no Power, or Right, to charge an innocent Per- 
ſon with the Crimes of any Offender, and in- 
flict Puniſhment on him in his Stead. 

And that no Man hath Power over bimfelf, 
either in his Members or his Life, lawfully to 
conſent to ſuffer Mutilation, or Death, or any 
kind of corporal Puniſhment, in the Room of 
a guilty Perſon. 

The Reaſon of both is very clear to me; 
Rulers as well as Subjects are under a Law, 
which is ſuperior to any they have Power to 
enact, and by which their Conſtitutions ought, 
in all Inſtances, to be directed; wiz. natural 
Juſtice, according to which, Innocency ever is 
to be protected, and Guilt alone puniſhed, 
And, as a Power to puniſh reſults from Guilt 


only, the Infliction of Penalty is, in Equity, li- 


mited to its own proper Subject, and never ought 


to be extended farther. It is as juſt to puniſh 


without the Being of Guilt at all, as it is to 
puniſh, in any Degree, a Perſon wholly clear 
of that Guilt, for which the Law directs un- 
to the Infliction of Penalty. Nor is Guilt 
transferrable from one Man to another, as pe- 
cuniary Debts are, 'This is not pretended, 


II. As various of the Terms, which are 
ſometimes uſed on the Subject of the Attone- 
ment of Chriſt, are borrowed from the Civil 


Law :

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relating to the Subject. 3 
Law ; it may not be improper to enquire into 
the Senſe of them. 

1. Novation: That deſigns taking away a for- 
mer Obligation, by a new Stipulation or Agree- 
ment, wherein the Conſent of the Creditor is 
required and given. This hath Place in the 
Affair of Chriſt's Death. For, according to 
the Law, we, the Tranſgreſſors, were bound 
over to Puniſhment for our Crimes ; but God, 
of his infinite Mercy, freed us from that Obli- 
gation, by admitting Chriſt to be our Surety : 
Or, in vittue of his Stipulation, we are ſet free, 
and he became reſponjible unto God for us. 
This was an Act of Sovereignty in Gcd. 

2. ati gfactian: This is a Term, that is alſo 
borrowed from the Civil Law, and it intends 
a Creditor's accepting what is offered and paid 
to him, by, or in Behalf of a Debtor, though it 
is not what he might, according to the Obliga- 
tion, have demanded. Satisfafton, therefore, 
does not neceſſarily imply a Full Payment, for 
that may be, where the latter is not. When 
we uſe the Word on this Subject, we mean, 


that no Demand will, or can be made upon us, 


becauſe God agreed to accept of the Payment 
of our Debt by Jeſus Chri/t, and he hath diſ- 
charged it, or made good his Engagement in 
our Behalf. The Death of Chriſt is to be con- 
ſidered, as the procataric Cauſe ; and Sats/- 


Ai, u the Effet. 


3. Acceptilation: That imports a Creditor's 
agreeing to accept another Thivg, or leſs than 
what is in the Obligation, whereby the Debtor

13 no leſs freed from the Obligation he was un- 


der, than if the Idem, or ſame, was paid, that 
the Obligation expreſſes. This is, indeed, un- 


derſtood of Obligation by Words among Civi- 


lians, and is not properly applicable to this Af- 
fair. But ſome do at leaſt allude unto it: Vet 
they allow not that Force unto Acceptilation in 
this Matter, which, according to the Opinion 
of Civilians, it contains in it, viz. The Removal 
of the Obligation. It it ſhould not ſo do, in 
this Buſineſs, Chriſt would be injured ; for it is 
not juſt to require an innocent Perſon to die 
in the Room of the Guilty, and ſuffer the Obli- 
gation to remain on him. 

4. Solution: This is the Payment of what is 
in the Obligation, from whence Satigfaction, 
by Right, follows. Satisfaction, as has been 
obſerved, may be, where Solution is not, be- 
cauſe the Creditor may be content with receiv- 
ing leſs than he had a Right to require: But 
Satisfattion muſt needs be, where there is Solu- 
tion, becauſe, in Right, the Creditor can make 
no farther Demand. And this is the Caſe, in 
this Affair. For Chriſt paid the 1dem, or the 
ſame that was in our Obligation. We ſtood 
obliged to ſuffer the Curſe of the Law, and 
that includes the whole Penalty our Sins deme- 
rit; no farther Puniſhment is due to Sin, than 
what is contained in the Law's Curſe : And, 
therefore, the Death of Chriſt was a proper and 
full Payment of our Debt; conſequently, it 
muſt be ſatifactory to God, our righteous 
Judge, God might have infiſted upon Pay- 

ment 
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relating to the Subject. 
ment from us, and not have accepted of the 
Engagement of another for us; but ſince, by 
Novation, he diſſolved our Obligation, or ad- 
mitted of a Surety, his Payment of what was 
required in the Obligation upon the Ground of 
Juſtice, gives us a Right to Impunity. And, 
therefore, when it is aid that the Satisfaction of 
Chriſt was refuſable, we muſt be careful, that 
we underſtand it in a right Senſe. 

(1.) If by it is meant, that God was at Li- 
berty to admit, or not admit of his Sponſion, or 


Engagement for us, it is true. For he might 


juſtly have retained us under the Obligation, 
and not have allowed of the Payment of our 
Debt by a Surety. The Acceptation of his Un- 
dertaking for us was an Act of ſovereign Fa- 
vour, and, therefore, it is, that we are ſaid to 
be freely forgiven, although our _ diſ- 


charged our whole Debt. 


But, (2.) If by it is intended, that what 
Chriſt ſuffered for us was refuſable, or might 
not have been accepted, or allowed to be the 
Solution of our Debt, it is moſt falſe; becauſe 
he ſuffered that Curſe which the Law threat- 
ened, and he was, in his Perſon, ſuch as gave 
that Worth unto his Death, which the Juſtice 
of God required, unto Sufferings ſati factory 


for Guilt, The Appointment of Chriſt to ſut- 


fer, in our Stead, was an amazing Act of ſove- 
reign Mercy, Kindneſs, and Grace; but the 
Acceptation of his Sufferings, for our Diſcharge, 
was an Att of Fuſtice, becauſe they were, both 

| in

in Kind and Value, what that required, in Cafe 
of a Violation of the Law. 

And, therefore, it is a Miſtake to think, 
that, God having required his Son to die for us, 
he may, that notwithſtanding, only grant unto 
us Terms, or Conditions of Pardon, and, for 
Want of our Performance of thoſe Conditions, 
impute our Guilt to us, and inflict upon us the 
Penalty our Sins deſerve. 

It is Matter of Favour to be content with the 
Payment of leſs than is due; but of Right 7o be 
ſatisfied with the Payment of the Whole, which 
can in Juſtice be demanded, whether it be 
the Principal or Surety. 

The Agreement between God and Chrift, as 
our Surety, did not render his Sufferings available 
to procure the Pardon of Sin; if fo, then, their 
Value is not intrinſic; but is extrinſical only, 
or it is of arbitrary Appointment. His Death 
was the Reſult of the ſovereign Decree of God, 
and of his own free and voluntary Engagement 
to ſubmit to the ſovereign Pleaſure of the Fa- 
ther. But the Merit, Virtue, and Efficacy of 
his Sacrifice to take away Sin, or attane for our 
Guilt, ſpring not from any Agreement between 
God, our righteous Judge, and Chriſt, our 
Surety. The Merit of it ariſes wholly from the 
Nature of his Sufferings, as they were properly 
penal, and the infinite Dignity of his Perſon. 
As the infinite Demerit of Sin is not the Effect 
of the Divine Will, but reſults from the infinite 
Greatnefs of God, againſt whom it is commit- 
ted : So the \ Value of Chriſt's Sufferings is not

of Divine Conſtitution and Appointment; but 
it is the proper and neceſſary Reſult of the in- 
Anite Dignity of the Perſon of the Sufferer. 
Hence it follows, that the Compact between 
God and Chriſt did not give Merit to his Death 
and Sacrifice, nor conſtitute how far, and un- 
to what Ends, it ſhould be accepted, on our 
Account: But merely his Act of offering him- 
ſelf a Sacrifice for our Sins. Sovereign Love to 
our Perſons determined upon his becoming a 
Sacrifice for us, and Juſtice grants thoſe Ef- 
fects, which that Sacrifice, becauſe of its in- 


trinſic Worth without an arbitrary Appoint- 


ment, merits at the Hand of God, our Law- 
giver and Judge. 


III. It is a Conſideration of great Importance, 
that God acted in this Buſineſs, merely in a ſo- 
vereign Manner, both towards us, and towards 
our Saviour, | 

1. Towards us. His Reſolution to pardon 
and ſave us was an Act of his Goodneſs; but 
it was his Goodneſs acting in an arbitrary Way: 
For it is not Goodneſs merely that ordains the 
Salvation of-a criminal Creature; if it was, it 
would be contrary to Divine Goodneſs to in- 
flict Puniſhment on Sinners, which certainly it 
is not, and, therefore, this was a free Act of 
God's Will: Or a Purpoſe of Grace, which is 


© wholly to be attributed to his abſolute Pleaſure, 


It was not a natural Act of his Goodneſs, as his 
= rewarding Innocence is; hut a free and ſove- 
= reign Act of Clemency and Favour.

2. Towards Chriſi, The Divine Decree to 


puniſh Sin was an Act of Juſtice ; but the De- 


cree of puniſhing it in him was an Act of So- 


vereignty. The Juſtice of this Decree is appa- 
rent, in that Reſpect was had unto Sin, as the 
meritorious Cauſe of Penalty: And the Sove- 
reignty of that Divine Purpoſe clearly ſhines, 
in fixing upon Chriſt to be the Subject of the 
Puniſhment Sin demerits. It was not a free 
Act of the Divine Will to decree to puniſh 
Sin; if it was, God might have decreed to 
permit the Creature eternally to fin againſt 
him, without ſuffering any Puniſhment for his 
Rebellion. But it was a Free and ſovereign Act 
of his Will to decree, that Chriſt ſhould bear 


Sin, and ſuffer the Penalty due unto it. Juſtice 


directs to the Puniſhment of Sin, as what is t 
and proper. Soverergnty appointed and provid- 
ed the innocent Subject, on whom Penalty 
was inflicted, in order to our Pardon and Im- 
punity. So that Sovereignty is that, from 
which our Salvation originally ſprings, into 
which it muſt be entirely reſolved, and where- 
upon it abſolutely reſts, And, if we deprive 
God of his Sovereignty, we muſt zncuitably 
damn ourſelves. For that alone could provide 
for our Recovery and Salvation. Hence, (1.) 


We ſee the Reaſon why no finite Mind could 
ever have thought of this Method of ſaving Sin- 


ners. All Acts of Goodneſs and Juſtice which 
proceed not naturally from thoſe Atttributes 
in God, but are free and ſovereign Acts of his 
Will, muſt be undiſcoverable by Reaſon ; be- 


cauſe, 


relating to the Subjef, g 
cauſe it hath no Rule to guide it into the Know- 
ledge of ſuch Acts as ſpring from Sovereignty 
alone. And, therefore, it 15 proper to infinite 
Wiſdom to contrive the Way of our Salvation, 
And ſuch a Myſtery this is, as will eternally fill 
the Minds of Angels and Saints, with holy 
Adoration. 

(2.) This will enable us to diſcern, why our 
Lord put his Sufferings wholly upon the Will 
of God, and why his Sacrifice was ſo pleaſing 
unto him. He put his Sufferings wholly upon 


the Will of God; becauſe, tho' it was natural 


to God to will to puniſh Sin, it was a free Act 
of his Will to impute Sin to him, and puniſh 


him for it. The Sacrifice of Chriſt was infi- 
nitely pleaſing unto God ; becauſe his Will was 


therein ſubjected to the Will of God, in ſuch 


Sort, as the Will of no Angel or Saint is, or 
ever will be. This was ſuch an Act of Obe- 
dience, as never was, nor ever will be required 


of any Creature. And herein God was more 
honoured by our bleſſed Lord, in all his glo- 


rious Perfections, than he will be, by the Suf- 


ferings of the Damned, or the Obedience of 


Angels and Saints unto Eternity. This, among 


— — Conſiderations, is the Reaſon why the 
Sacrifice Chriſt offered, was of a. feet. e 
Savour unto God; not merely as Sufferings, but 


1 as ſubmitted unto, with his whole Soul, out 
of a Regard unto his Glory, as a gracious, boly, 


| 7 and juſt. God. 
.) Hence we alſo diſcern, that there Was 
| $ an intrinſic Worth and Efficacy in the Sacrifige 


of 
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of Chriſt, According to Mr. Taylor, what + 


Virtue it had, or which he is pleaſed to al- 
low unto it, (that I intend to conſider, with 
the Affiſtance of the Grace of him, whoſe this 
Sacrifice is) aroſe from the Will and Appoint- 
ment of God. If fo, then there was no in- 
trinſic Virtue in it to anſwer any important 
End, either reſpecting God, to whom it was 
offered, or Men for whom it was offered. And, 
conſequently, God is no more honoured in any 
of his Attributes, in the Salvation of Men, than 


if he had ſaved them, without requiring this 


Sacrifice ; nor do any Advantages accrue to 
Men from it, that they might not as well have 
enjoyed without it. Which Suppoſition is ſuch 
a Reflection on the Wiſdom of God, who ap- 
pointed Chriſt to ſuffer and die, as would cer- 
tainly cauſe Men to bluſh who advance it, if 
they were not wholly given over to Blindnefs 
and Stupidity. As our Saviour, in his Suffer- 
ings, was, in ſuch an unparalleled Manner, 
obcdient to the Father's Will, his Death hath 
Virtue and Efficacy in itfelf, independent of any 
Act of the Divine Will, to attain the great Ends 
whereunto it was deſigned. This Tranſaction 
was the Effect of the ſovereign Will of God ; 
but the Worth, Virtue, and Efficacy of his 
Death and Sacrifice are intrinſic, and not of 
arbitrary Appointment. If it was, God might 
have willed his Death, without decreeing it 
ſhould anſwer any important End, either re- 
ſpecting himſelf, or Men; and he certainly 
did, for aught we know, Beſides, was it 
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poſſible for infinite Goodneſs, Holineſs, and 
Wiſdom, to will the Sufferings of the inno- 
cent Jeſus to an End, which they, in their own 
Nature, had no Virtue or Efficacy at all to an- 
ſwer ? but it is wholly of arbitrary Appoint- 
ment, that ſuch an End is anſwered by his 
Sufferings and Sacrifice. | 
They are but feeelling Words of Vanity which 
thoſe Men uſe, concerning the Goodneſs of 
God, in this Affair, who deny the real Merit 
of the Sacrifice of Chriſt. If Divine Goodneſs 
is, as they ſay it is, exalted gloriouſly, in freely 
pardoning Sin, without Satisfaction for it, and 
the Death of Chriſt could not, nor was intend- 
ed to ſatisfy for Sin, nor had any Virtue in 
ztſelf ; but, what Efficacy ſoever it hath, it is 
extrinſical, and of Divine Appointment only; 


then how is Goodneſs diſplayed in delivering 


him up to Suffering and Death for us? To- 
wards Chriſt it was an Act of Severity, and 
to us no Inſtance of Goodneſs, which was at 
all neceſſary to our Pardon and Salvation. For 
the Death of Chriſt could not be neceſſary to 
our Remiſſion, if it had no intrinſic Worth in 
it, meritorious of Forgiveneſs; There was no 
Goodneſs manifeſted to us Sinners, in the Gift 
of Chriſt for us, if his Death had no zntrin/ic 
Virtue in it: All the Kindneſs, which can be 
pretended in this Matter towards us, is God's 
Decreeing, that his Death ſhall be a Condition, 
or Reaſon of our Pardon, without any Virtue 
in it to take away, or. attone for our Guilt. 


And ſuch a Virtue as this, God might have 
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aſfigned unto the Death of any Martyr, or even 
of a Beaſt offered to him in Sacrifice, if that 
had been his Pleaſure, For ſuch Virtue is 


aſſignable to another Perſon or TRE if it i 
aſſignable unto Chriſt. 


IV. The Government of the Jews was Theo- 


cratical, or a Theccracy : God took upon him- 
ſelf the Government of that People. And, 

1. He gave them a perfect Law, which re- 
quired the Practice of all Holineſs, and forbid 
every Sin. God, who is infinitely holy, can- 
not require leſs than perfect Purity, however 
depraved the Subjects of his Rule are. He 


can make no Allowance for their Weakneſſes, 


Temptations, or Occaſions to Evil. 

2. His Law threatened Sin with Death. The 
Soul that jms ſhall die, And this Threaten- 
ing reſpected every Sin, and all Degrees of Sin. 
So that every Deviation from the Rule of Du- 
ty, and the Want of perfect Conformity to the 
Law, in the Manner of the Performance of it, 
ſubjected to that awful Menace. If, as'their 
King, he had proceeded according to this Law, 


no Man among them could have enjoyed any 
Favour, or even Life; and therefore, 


3. God appointed the Offering of Sacrifices 
to make Attonement for Sin, in many Caſes. 
Wherein we may obſerve, 

1.) He did not charge or impute Guilt 
unto the Offerer of thoſe Sacrifices, as the Go- 
vernor of that People. 
| (2.) Nox 
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( 2.) Nor were they ſubject unto the Com- 
mination of Death, upon their Offering thoſe 
Sacrifices. But, 75 

(3.) Were to be continued in Life, and in 
the Enjoyment of ſuch Favours and Privileges, 
as were granted unto them by God, who took 

on himſelf the Rule over them, as a Nation. 
The Law of Sacrifices was, therefore, politi- 
cal; but intended of God, if the divine Wri- 


ter to the Hebrews miſtakes not their Meaning, 


as Types of far greater Things than any they 
really contained, viz. the actual Removal of 
Guilt, Freedom from the Condemnation, .and 
Curſe of the Law, and Eſcaping Divine Ven- 
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4. Some Sins were not to be attoned for by 
Sacrifices, in this political and typical Senſe; 
but the guilty Perſons muſt ſuffer corporal 
Death for thoſe Crimes, viz. Murder, Adultery, 
Blaſphemy, 8c. | 

5. Sacrifices were appointed for fome atro- 
cious Crimes, viz. Defiling a Servant-maid, Theft, 


and Perjury ; and therefore it is not'true, that 


they were inſtituted only for common Frailties, 


and Sins of Ignorance. Lev. v. 1. vi. 4, 5. xix. 20. 


6. The anniverſary Sacrifice was offered for 
Sins of all Sorts, as the Terms uſed concern- 
ing it do clearly and abundantly evince, Inigui- 


ties and Tranſgreſſions in all their Sins. Thoſe 


Terms include all Sorts of Sins, which was in- 


tended to ſignify, that a ſpiritual Attonement 


was to be made even for ſuch ' Offences, on 
Account of which, the guilty Perfon muſt 
| ſuffer

ſuffer corporal Death, according unto that Law, 
which was the Inſtrument of the Jewiſh Polity, 


As to the temporal Life of that People, it was 


preſerved or forfeited, as they were innocent or 
guilty of ſuch Crimes, for which no Sacrifices 
were appointed of God : But that was not the 
Rule according to which God proceeded in the 
Buſineſs of Salvation. If it had been ſo, no 
Murderer, &c. could have been pardoned and 
faved. 

It was the Deſign of the Inſtitution of Sacri- 
fices for leſſer Crimes, to teach that People, 
that the Remiſſion of them, ſmall, as they 
might be inclined to eſteem them, could not 
be without Attonement made : And the In- 
ſtitution of the anniverſary Sacrifice furniſhed 
them with a Ground of Hope of the Pardon 
of ſuch Crimes, for which thoſe, who were 
onilty of them, muſt ſuffer corporal Death. 
And this ſeems to be one Reaſon, why the 
Author of the Epiſile to the Hebrews particu - 
larly obſerves, that that anniverſary Sacrifice 


could not take away Sin, in order to prove the 


Neceſſity of another. That being more com- 
prehenſive than the others, it was moſt appo- 
ſite to his Purpoſe to inſtance in that, for that 
Reaſon; and for that Reaſon, chiefly, it was ſo, 
Levit. xvi. 16, 21. 
Yet, it alſo ſeems to be inſtanced in, with 
a farther View, viz. to prove the Neceſſity of 
another Sacrifice to be offered for leſſer Sins, 
than what the Levitical Law required. For, 
in this anniverſary Sacrifice, there was a Re- 
2 membrance 
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relating to the Subjecb. Is 
membrance even of ſuch Sins, for which other Sa- 
crifices had been before offered. And, therefore, 
tho' the Offerer was not liable to Penalty, by 
the political Law, yet he could not plead his 
Pardon in a higher View, by Virtue of that 
Sacrifice which he offered before unto God ; 
neither could he by Virtue of this anniverſary 
one, for that muſt be repeated at the Return 
of the Year. 

7. That Law, Commandment, or Covenant 
which conſiſted of the Moral, Ceremonial, and 
Judicial Laws given unto that People, did not 
contain, promiſe, or convey real, ſpiritual Re- 
mittion, Peace, and Reconciliation to Sinners. 
It was impoffible, that thoſe Bleſſings ſhould 
be enjoyed by Virtue of that Conſtitution, 
wherein there was neither a Prieſt fit to make 
real ſpiritual Attonement for Sin, nor any Sa- 
crifice offered, which could be of Efficacy un- 
to ſo important an End. The Law made no- 
thing perfect, neither Perſons nor Things; 
neither thoſe who officiated in Divine Ser- 
vice, nor them for whom they acted, in the 
Execution of the ſacerdotal Office. Hence the 
inſpired Writer ſpeaks of the Whole of their 
Service in ſuch depreciating Terms as he does, 
viz. carnal Ordinances, weak and beggarly Ele- 
ments ; the Rudiments of the World ; a Shadow, 
and not the Image. The higheſt Excellency 
and Glory of all that Apparatus of Service was 
its ?yprcal Relation unto the glorious Things 
= promiſed, exhibited, and conveyed in another, 

and 
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- and infinitely better Covenant, which is abun- 
dantly proved in the Epiſtle to the Hebrews. 

8. The new Covenant promiſes, contains, 

and conveys thoſe glorious Things themſelves, 

which the Law was a 7yp:cal Repreſentation of, 

and no more : Nothing greater or nobler, can be 
attributed unto it. And thoſe Things are real 
ſpiritual Remiſſion, eternal Redemption, Re- 
conciliation, Freedom of Acceſs unto God, and 

the everlaſting Enjoyment of him, by Virtue 

of the Blood of this Covenant. As it was not 

an Offer of political Pardon that was obtained 

by legal Sacrifices, but Pardon 2zſelf, in that 
Senſe : So the Blood of Chriſt procured not 

an Offer of Remiſſion, but Remiſſion itſelf, 
| taken in that Senſe which is proper and peculiar 
| unto the zew Covenant, wherein his Sacrifice 
was appointed and provided. The Blood of Bulls 
and of Goats availed unto the Procurement of 
political Pardon of Sin, according to the old 
Covenant, and not unto an Offer of Forgive- 
neſs : And the precious Blood of our dear Lord 
Jaſus obtained for us real Pardon in a ſpiri- 
tual Senſe, and not an Offer of it, according to 
that better Covenant, which is eſtabliſhed upon 
WM better Promiſes. Theſe Things ſerve fully to 
diſcover the Fa/lacy and inconcluſiue Nature of the 
Reaſoning of the Sog:nzars, on the momentous 
Subject of the Satisfaction of Chriſt. What 
Force is there in thoſe Arguments, which are 
drawn from the Levitical Sacrifices, to prove 
the Non-imputation of Sin to him ? That he 
| did not ſuffer the Penalty our Guilt demerits ? 

| And 


relating to b Subject. 17 
And that real ſpiritual Remiſſion reſults not 
from his Death? None at all. Since that whole 
Oeconomy only was a Shadow and obſcure Re- 
preſentation of theſe Matters, it is not to be ex- 
pected, that we can find the Things themſelves 
therein. And, becauſe they were only typical 
of thoſe Things, therefore was it neceſſary, 
that there ſhould be another Prieſt to act for 
us, in Things pertaining to God. Another Sa- 
crifice was abſolutely needful to be offered, in 
order to make proper, real, and ſpiritual At- 
tonement for Sin. Real ſpiritual Attonement 
was not, nor could be made by any, or all the 
Rites of the firſt Covenant ; nor was it the In- 
tention of that Covenant to ſupply the Fede- 
rates with real ſpiritual Pardon. That Par- 
don was not ſpiritual, but typical only of ſuch 
Remiſſion ; and that Attonement was homoge- 
neous, or typical only. As the new Covenant 
diſpenſes real ſpiritual Pardon, ſo real ſpiritual 
Attonement is made by the Sacrifice, which 
that Covenant provides. | 
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CHA P: I 
Of CHRIS T's Bearing Sin. 


I. A STI intend, in this Chapter, to prove 
9 the Imputation of our Sins to Chriſt, 
I would firſt enquire into the Ground of the 
Charge of our Guilt to him, and of his 
Hearing it for us. If no Foundation can be 


D ſhewn, 
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ſhewn, whereon our Crimes might, in Juſtice, 
be placed to his Account, I readily acknow- 
ledge, that the Opinion of his bearing our 
Sin is indefenſible, and it muſt neceſſarily fink, 


together with our Hope of Salvation by him. 


But, bleſſed be God, our Hopes of Remiſſion, 
by Virtue of his Sacrifice, are built upon a 
moſt ſolid Baſis. . For, Chriſt and the Church 
conſtitute one myſtical Perſon, He is the 
Head, and his People are the Members : Or 
ſuch a Union ſubſiſts between him and them, 
as is a proper Foundation for the Act of the 
Imputation of their Sins to him. And he is 


their Surety, By ſo much was Jeſus made the 


Surety of a better Teſtament (a). A Surety 1s 
one who undertakes to pay, ſuffer, or do 
ſomething for others, either becauſe they are 
deſective in Credit, or Ability. Thus Judab 
became Surety to his Father for his Brother 
Benjamin : 1 will be Surety for him ; of my 
Hand ſhalt thou require bim; if I bring bim 
not unto thee, and ſet him before thee, then let me 


bear the Blame, (or I will be Sin, i. e. account- 


ed guilty) for ever (b). And the Apoſtle Paul 


undertook to ſatisfy Philemon both "= Wrong 


and Debt, in Behalf of Ongſimus: If be bath 
wronged thee, or oweth thee aught, put that on mine 
Account, I will repay it (c). d s Sponſion 
reſpected the Security of the Perſon of his Bro- 
ther: The Apoſtle's related unto the Satisfaction 
of Philemon, for Wrong and Debt. The Sure- 


tyſhip of Chriſt includes both : The Safety of

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the Perſons of his People, and the Payment of 
their Debt, or making Satisfaction for that 
Wrong which they have done. 

The latter is here principally intended, which 
was Chriſt's undertaking to accompliſh the Will 
of the Father in our Redemption: Then ſaid 
J, Lo, I come, in the Volume of the Book it is writ- 
ten of me : 1 delight to do thy Will, O my God: 


yea, thy Law is within my Heart (4). The 


Father's Will, and his own voluntary Engage- 
ment, brought upon him an Obligation to ſuf- 
fer and die: Ought not Cbriſi to have ſuffered 
theſe Things (e)? And, therefore, it is falſe, 
which one aſſerts, viz. that Chriſt was not un- 
der a moral Obligation to ſuffer for us. This 
Sponſion is the Ground of the Imputation of 
our Sins to him, and of the Infliction of Pe- 
nalty upon him. 

Mr. J. objecks ſeveral Things to evade the 
Evidence, which is given unto this important 
Truth, where Chriſt is expreſsly called a Surety. 


= Says he, 1. This is the only Place where he is ſo 
called. He is no leſs truly a Surety, than if he 
4 had been ſo called in a thouſand Places. One 
3 expreſs Teſtimony from God is a ſufficient Evi- 


dence of Truth. 2. Not our Surety. It is not 
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l difficult to determine whoſe Surety he is, and 
3 S muſt be. He is the Surety of the defectiue 


Party in the Covenant, which is not God, but 
us. 3. A Surety is one who undertakes fr the 


Performance of a Promiſe. 1. This is but an 


9 imperfect Account of a Surety. Judab was a

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Surety for his Brother unto his Father, but 
did not undertake for the Performance of any 
Promiſe of his. 2. It is blaſphemous to imagine, 
that God had Need of a Surety, to ſecure the 
Performance of his Promiſes, or to aſſure us by 
his Sponſion of their Fulfilment. No Creature 
can be of equal Credit or Ability, with God. 
And ſuch only Mr. T. thinks Chriſt is. 3. He 
confounds Mediation and Suretyſbip (g). A Per- 
ſon may be a Mediator, and yet not be a Surety. 
Moſes was the former, but not the latter. Chriſt 
is both Mediator and Surety. Again, Chriſt is 
a Surety in the Diſcharge cf his facerdotal 
Office, as the Words evidently ſuppoſe. And, 
therefore, he offered himſelf a Sacrifice, as a 
Surety : Or that A& was a Fulfilment of his 
Sponſion. Schlidtingius was aware of this, and 
endeavours to enervate the Force of the Argu- 
ment, taken from hence to prove, that Chriſt 
is our Surety; but it is in a very weak and 
frivolous Manner. His Reaſon, that we did 
not ſend Chriſt, is trifling. For, not his Miſſion, 
but his Undertaking makes him a Surety (Y).

If Chriſt ated as a Surety, in the offering of 
himſelf a Sacrifice for Sin, that was the Mat- 
ter of his Undertaking, in his Sponſion, and 
he muſt be our Surety, and not God's: And 
that he did fo, is evident, becauſe he is a 


Surety, as he is inveſted with, and acts in the 
prieſtly Office. 


II. In his bearing Sin, we may obſerve the 
AR of the Father, which was the Imputation 
of our Sins to him, or placing that Wrong we 
have done to his Account. This is clearly ex- 
preſſed: The Lord bath laid on him the Iniqui- 
ties of us all, Iniquities mean ſinful Actions, 
the ſame as Tranſgreſſions, tor which he was 
wounded. No Inſtance can be produced, where 
(Pp) Iniquity intends Suffering, merely, or in 
an abſtracted Conſideration from Guilt, as the 
Cauſe of Suffering. He made our Iniquities to 
meet, or fall upon Chriſt ; ſo (yap) is ſome- 
times rendered (i). The ſame Thought is ex- 
preſſed in theſe Words: When thou ſhalt make 
his Soul (ex) Guilt, or Sin, as it is ſome- 
times tranſlated (H). Chriſt could not become a

In various Places the Septuagint render 
this Word by, (aur) which is uſed to ex- f 
preſs Taking upon, or Receiving, as may be 
ſeen in the Margin (1). Our bleſſed Saviour 
received our Guilt, by conſenting unto the Im- k 


putation of it to himſelf. 
2. He bare it as a Burden; fo the Word (55D) 
whereby his Bearing of Sin is expreſſed, pro- 
perly ſignifies : He ſhall bear (5501) their Ini- 
quities (m). He ſtood under the heavy Load

4 (s.) He bare that, which, the Blood of 
I Bulls and Goats could not take away, viz. our 
WGuilt, or Sin, which we have committed, I

(6.) The Death of Chriſt could not be pe- 
nal, without an Imputation of Guilt to him, 
as the meritorious Cauſe of his Suffering and 
Death. For, where no Charge of Sin is, no 
Penalty can be inflicted, in Juſtice. And, 
therefore, when Chriſt ſuffered Puniſhment, ot 
was made a Curſe for us, he was made Sin, 
by the Imputation of our Sins to him. 


IV. Mr. Taylor is pleaſed to obſerve, That 
there are nine Bearers of Sin. 1. God (n). i. e. 
he forgives it. 1. He imputed it to Chriſt. 
2. Puniſhed Sin in him, when he was made a 
Curſe. 3. Acquits us of our Guilt, 2. Chrift 
(o). How he bare Sin hath been ſhewn. 1. 
Our Lord took upon himſelf, or received our 
Guilt, in conſenting unto the Charge of it to 
him. 2. Bare it as a Burden, laid on him by 
God. 3. The Angel who was with the Iſraelites 
in the Wilderneſs (p). This was Chriſt. And 
Pardoning Sin is intended, as we' tranſlate the 
Word. 4. The Prieſts and Levites (q). i. e. 
miniſterially, or as they performed thoſe ſacri- 
fical Services, which were appointed to take 
away Sin, in a Zyprcal Senſe. 5. Such who 
were offended (r). This deſigns Forgiveneſs.

As the anniverſary Sacrifice 
was more comprehenſive, or of greater Extent 
than the other Sacrifices, in that Attonement 
which was made by it for Sin: So there was 
in it a fuller ical Repreſentation of ſpiritual 
Attonement than in any other. The ſlain Goat 
typified Chriſt's Sufferings, and the Scape- 
Goat his Removal of our Guilt, thereby, from 
us, N out of the Sight of God as a Judge.

I. YF our Saviour really bore the Sins of the 


many, who obtain eternal Salvation, 
through the Merit of his Sacrifice, his Suffer- 
ings, certainly, were exceedingly great. For 
the Imputation of ſuch a Maſs of Guilt muſt 
be followed with Sorrows, Grief and Diftrefs 
of Soul, inexpreſſible. 

1. Let us conſider ſeveral Expreſſions of his, 
in Relation to this Matter. And, our blefled 
Lord ſpeaks thus: Now, is my Soul (Teragax- 
Tau) troubled, and what ſhall J ſay? The 
Word, which we render troubled, is very figni- 
ficant, and expreſſive of Terror (, Conflerna- 
tion (1), Trembling (in), and Bowing down (mn) 
through Grief and Fear, in each of theſe 
Senſes, the Septuagint uſe it, as the Reader

And, therefore, the Anguiſh and Diſtreſs, 
which our Saviour was now the Subje& of, 
muſt be extremely great. Add to this: My 
Soul is (weeiumos) exceeding ſorrowful even unto 
Death.

This was the Puniſhment of 
the Loſs, which he endured, Farther, 

4. The Father imprefſed his Mind with a 
Senſe of his vindictive Diſpleaſure againſt Sin. 
As he had decreed, that Chriſt ſhould ſuffer 
for us, and he had conſented to become a Vic- 
tim for our Guilt: He (ovx epucato) did not 
ſpare bim (2), or deal tenderly with him; but 
commanded the Sword of Juſtice to awake a- 
gainſt, and ſmite him : Awake, O Sword againſt 
my Shepherd, and againſt the Man that is my 
Fellow, fmite the Shepherd (a). Sovereign Mer- 
cy towards us provided and preſented the Vic- 
tim before Divine Juſtice, with his free Con- 
ſent ; and God, as a Judge, calls upon Juſtice 
to execute Vengeance : Juſtice, armed with all 
its flaming Terrors, riſes, and falls o_ the 
willing Sacrifice, and his Soul is abſorpt of 
Grief and Anguiſh, in Conſequence thereof. 


HI. The Sufferings of our bleſſed Lord from 
Men, previous unto, and in his Crucifixion, 
were extremely great. W hat Indignity and Re- 
proach were caſt upon him ! Unto what Scorn, 
Derifion, and Shame was he expoſed! How 
cruelly and inhumanly was he uſed, in his 
Examination and Trial! Men do not treat the

him: He gave his Bach to the Smiters, and his 
| Cheeks to them that: plucked off the Hair, and hid 
not his Face from Shame and Spitting: Scourg- 

ed: Delivered by the Governor, convinced of 

his Innocency, and of the Malice of his Ene- 
mies, into the Hands of barbarous, rude, and 
- mercileſs Saldiers to be mocked, derided, and cru- 
ciſied. They ſtripped him of his Garments, 
arrayed him in Robes of mock M. azefty.:. Platted

I. Spiritual Attonement for Sin, as it hath 
been underſtood, includes theſe Things in it: 
The Expiation of Guilt. Reconciliation, or 


Peace with God. And the Sinner's Impunity, 


or Deliverance from an Obnoxiouſneſs to Suf- 
fering Puniſhment, for his Guilt. Our Au- 
tbor's Deſign, is, if poflible to explain away 
this Notion of Attonement, or Reconciliation 
for Sin by the Death of Chriſt. The Reader 
ought carefully to obſerve, that the Attone- 
ment made by Sacrifices was not followed with 


real, ſpiritual Remiſſion of Sin, as the proper 


Effect of thoſe Sacrifices, by whomſoever they 
were offered. Sacrifices were not required un- 
to that End, nor was it poſſible, that ſuch an 
End could be brought about by them, which is 
clearly aſſerted, and abundantly proved in the 


Epiſtle to the Hebrews. | 


II. Mr. Taylor oppoſes the Opinion of the 


Subſtitution of the Sacrifice, in Stead of the 


Offender, and offers various Reaſons againſt it, 
which I ſhall take into Conſideration. 
1. The Sins for which Sacrifices were general- 
by offered were Sins of Ignorance, and ceremonial 
Uncleanneſs, which were not capital by Law. The

Anſw. 1 5 to the mortal Law, all 
and every Sin was runtthable with Death : "The 
Soul that * ins ſball fie Death, therefore, is thy 
Wages of every Tranſgreſſion of that Law.

As all Men are degenerate and guilty, the mo- 

ral Law cannot be the Rule of Judgment, as to 
Life and Death, in human Societies, becauſe 
there is no Man but bath forfeited his Life, ao- 
cording to that Law. For it allows no Sinner 
to live; 3. The, political Law, given to the 
Jews, made ſome Breaches of the moral Law 
capital ; as Murder, Blaſphemy, and Adultery; 
And other Breaches thereof it did not make 
capital: As Theft, Uncleanneſs, in one In- 
ſtance, and Perjury. And, therefore, ſome 
atrociaus Crimes did not ſubject a Man guilty of 
them to Death, in a political Senſe, 4. Sacri- 
fices were not inſtituted for any Breach of the 
moral Law, which the palitical Law made ca- 
pital. Hence, David, in Relation unto a ca- 
pital Offence, whereof he had been guilty, 
lays: Thou defireſt not Sacrifice, i. e. for this 
Sin of mine, elſe would I give 1D, But it 
follows not, that thoſe Sins fot. w they were 
inſtituted, were not capital by the moral Law, 
or that thoſe Breaches of the — Law, did 
not render a Perſon worthy of, and ſudject him 
to Death, according to that Law. Therefore, 
5. The Author's Reaſon, Why the Victim

Not to find out Truth, but to amuſe 
and miſlead his Reader, and prevent his diſcern- 
ing what Attonement for Sin, by the Death of 
Chriſt, includes in it. In this Labour he ſpends 
almoſt twenty Pages, wherein it is entirely 
needleſs to follow him. If he had been diſpo- 
ſed, as he ought, to bave learned what Attone- 
ment ſignifies, or contains in it, he might with 
out any Difficulty. For, 1. The Word, actively 
uſed, fignifies to appeaſe, pacify, reconcile, or 
make Reconciliation (t). 2. When uſed paſ- 
ſively, it imports, that a Perſon is appeaſed, pa- 
cified, or reconciled (z). 3. As a Noun, it is 
taken for a Price, or, Ranſom (w). Hence, 4. 
When Attonement is made by a Price, or Ran- 
ſom, nothing is to be feared: from the Party 
who was before diſpleaſed. And theſe Things 
have Place in the Attonement made by Chriſt * 
for our Sins. (1). Guilt is covered or remov- 
ed, and taken away out of the Sight of God, 
as a Judge.

The Death of Chriſt is our 
(2D) Attonement, or Ranſom, and Price of 
Redemption, and nothing elſe. (3) God is pa-

and which eſfacteth nothing, is in 2 #0 Par- 
don at all (y)). Very well ſaid, this is true, 
and, therefore, the Death of Chriſt procured 
our Exemption from Puniſhment, or Right to 
Impunity, and not an Offer of Pardon, for an 
Offer of Remiſſion is not Pardon. Truth will 
ſometimes out, when Men are very far from an 
Intention to expreſs it, 

2. The Means of making Attonement for Sin 
are not uniform, &c. (3). 

Anfiv. 1. The Blood of Chriſt is the only 
Mean, of piritual Attonement for Sin. 2. 
Pardon of Sin, in a ſpiritual Senſe, is ſolely the 
Effect of his Blood-ſhedding and Sacrifice. 3. 
We ſee the Reaſon why he es above, that 
Pardon only in Thought or Mord, &c. is no Par- 
don at all; it was to prove, that real, ſpiritual 
Attonement for Sin might be, and was made, 
by other Means than Chriſt's Blood; becauſe 
we read of Attonement, without Relation to 
that as the Mean of'it, But, 4.

Mays included in the Notion of Attonement (a). 

Anſw. 1. Giving an Equivalent is not in- 
cluded in typical and alluſive Attonement. I 
know. of none who think it was. 2. If an 
other Sacrifice than that of Chriſt had been an 
Equivalent, his Sacrifice was unneceſſary. 
Though there was not an Equivalent in typical 
Attonement, it follows not, that an Equivalent 
was not given to the Law and Juſtice of God, 
in real, ſpiritual Attonement for Sin. 

4. 7 be Tranferring of Guilt doth not belong to 
the Fenſ⸗ of Attonement (b). 

Anſw. As before, 1. Not in Attonement g- 
pical and allufroe. But, 2. In real, ſpiritual 
Attonement it is found, as we have ſeen. 3. 
With equal Truth; he might lay, that Exemp- 
tion from ſuffering eternal Puniſhment is not 
included in the Pardon of Sin, by the Death 
of our Bleſſed Saviour. In this Branch of his 
Work, our Author makes a great Shew of La- 
bour and Diligence ;* but he could not have 
acted a more needleſs and impertinent Part, than 
he hath done herein ; and is as remote from an- 
ſwering the End he bad in View, as poſſibly 
he could be.

I. HRIST ſubmitted unto Death, or 
gave his Life for us: This is my Blood 
which ts ſhed for many. I am the good Shepherd : 
The good Shepherd giveth his Life for the Sheep. 

He Fe the Church, and gave himſelf for it. 
2. Our Bleſſed Saviour died for us, confidered 
as Criminals. God commended his Love towards 
us, in that, while we were yet Sinners, Chriſt 
died for us; be that was juſt, ſuffered for the 
unjuſt. 3. In D ying he was made a Curſe 
for us. Chriſt bath redeemed us from the Curſe 
of the ng being made a Curſe for us.

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He was wounded for our Tranſgreſſions, and bruiſ- 


ed for Iniquities. He died for our Sins according 
to the Scriptures. * He was delivered for our Of- 
fences. For the Tranſgreſſion of my People was 
he ſtricken. 

1. None can deny that theſe Modes of 
Speaking, are capable of this Conſtruction, 
without the leaſt Force, that our Sins were the 
procuring Cauſe of his Death. For, that 
Thought cannot be expreſſed more properly by 
any Phraſes, than it is by theſe. 2. Several Rea- 
ſons may be offered to confirm this Senſe. (1). 
God made our Sins to meet in him. (2). He 
took our Sin upon him. (3). Bare it as a 
Burden in his own Body on the Tree. (4). In 
Dying, he became a Sacrifice for Sin. (5). He 
was awfully bruiſed and put to Grief, by pofi- 
tive Acts of God put forth upon him. (6). In 
no other View can our Pardon be an Act of 
Righteouſneſs, through his Death. (7). If 


Sin was not the procuring Cauſe of his Death, 


in Dying he could not be made a Curſe, which, 
as has been before obſerved, he certainly was. 
(8). Unleſs this is allowed, we ſhall never be 
able to account for the extreme Anguiſh our 
Saviour was in, conſiſtent with his Honour.

The Death of Chriſt 
gives us a Right to neither of theſe, in the 
Opinion of Mr. Taylor ; Men have no Title to 
any ſaving Benefit, in Virtue of the Sufferings 
of "Chriſt as he thinks.

Sin; and without which he did not think ut fit 
or expedient to grant the Forgiveneſs of Sin (i). 
Anſw. 1. Chriſt did not bear Sin, as he 
thinks. 2. Nor ſuffer Puniſhment. Nor, 3, 
Make Satisfaction for Sin. And, therefore, 
(1). He did not bear away Sin, or remove our 
Guilt. Nor, (2). Obtain the Forgiveneſs of 
Sin, Neither, (3). Anſwer any Demand of 
the Law and Juſtice of God for our Sin. Con- 
ſequently, (4). The Death of Chriſt was no 


more than a Condition or Cauſe, (/ine qua nom) 


without which Gad would not pardon our 
Crimes, not on Account of any Fitneſs therein 
to procure Remiſſion for us; but he willed his 
Death, unto that End, becauſc it was his Plea- 
ſure; and to make a She of great Kindnels to 

us, in delivering him up to Death; whereas, 
in Fact, there was not any at all. For there 
was, it ſeems, no Fitneſs in his Death to bring 
Glory to him, in pardoning Sin, nor to pro-

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cure the Benefit of Remiſſion for us. If there 
was a Fitneſs in his Death to obtain that great 
End, Delivering him up to' Death for us would 
juſtly be confidered, as an amazing Act of 
Kindneſs, Grace, and Mercy; but, as this is 
abſolutely denied, the Tranſaction of his Suffer- 
ings, was merely arb trary, and without any 
Reaſon, other than the abſo/nte Will of God; 
without the leaſt Neceſſity, either in Reſpect to 
his own Glory, or our Good and Happineſs. 
And, therefore, this Language is only calcu- 
lated to deceive and impoſe upon us, of which 
the Author cannot be inſenfible, For which Rea- 
fon it juſtly deſerves a ſevere Cenſure. He pre- 
ſents us with a pracular and expratory Sacrifice, 
without Sin being borne, or the leaſt Degree of 
Penalty fuffered by him, who became that Sa- 
crifice ; and he pretends, that Attonement is 
made for our Sins; but the Charge of our 
Guilt ſtill lies upon us, we are as much as ever 
obnoxious, before God, to Condemnation, and 
fall as liable to ſuffer eternal Vengeance, as if 
that Sacrifice had not been offered, and ſhall as 
certainly deſcend to Hel!, if we do not procure' 
for ourſelves a Right to Impunity and Life, by- 
our own Works, as if our Saviour had not ſuf- 
fered. The Effect of Chriſt's Death is only a con- 
ditional Grant of Pardon; the Removal of our 
Guilt, and our Right to Impunity, are the pro- 
per Effects of our Repentance and future Obe- 
dience. Our Repentance and Reformation 
are of 7fonttely greater Value than the Death 
of Chrid, for that only availed to obtain a De- 
Claration, 
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claration, or Promiſe from God to pardon Sin; 
but they have a tnc in them to procure Re- 


miſſion 27/elf; according! to the Principles of this 
ei

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FR. 7; aylor, in his Ninth Chapter, cor- 


rects our Miſtakes about the Efficacy of 
the Death of Chriſt. 


1. The Daken F it could not be to make God 
merciſul; or to diſpoſe him to ſpare and pardon 
us, when, as ſome ſuppoſe, ſo great was his Wrath, 
that, had nat Chriſt interpoſed, he would have de- 
ftroyed-us. This is directiy contrary to the moſt 
plain and certain Notions .of Divine Goodneſs, 
and to the whole Current of Revelation ; which al- 
ways aſſures us, that the pure Love of God to 4 
ſinful World, was the firſt Mover and original 
Spring. gf the Whole of our Redemption by Chriſt, 
John iii. 16. All that Chriſt did and ſuffered, 
was by the Will and Appointment of God : And 
was conducive to our Redemption, only in Virtue 
of his Will and Apporntment, Heb. x. 7. John 
v. 30.—vi. 27---38 (4). 

Anſw. 1. None ſuppoſe, that the Deſign of 
the Death of Chriſt was to make God merci-

ful, or to procure a Diſpoſition and Will in 
God to ſhew us Mercy. 2. He does not ſeem 
to underſtand what Divine Anger againſt Sin 
and Sinners is; it is not a Paſſion, but a holy 
Diſpleaſure with both, neceſlarily arifing from 
the infinite Purity of his Nature. God can no 
more ſuffer Sin to go unpuniſhed, than he can 
diſapprove of and negle& Innocence. As he ne- 
ceſſarily loves Holineſs, ſo he neceſſarily hates 
Sin, and his Will to puniſh i it is neceſſary, though 
free; if it was not, he might decree to permit 
his Creatures to fin againſt him eternally, with- 
out ſuffering Puniſhment. 3. Infinite 22 to 
poor Sinners provided and gave Chriſt to be a 
Saviour to them, as the whole Goſpel teſtifies, 
with this infinitely wiſe Purpoſe, that Divine 
Reſentment againſt Sin might be fully mani- 
feſted, as well as the Glory of rich Hs be 
diſplayed, in their Remiſſion. God jet forth bis 
Son to be a Propitiation, to declare bis Righte-, 
aufneſs. 4. Thoſe Notions which Men enter» 
tain, and leaſe themſelves with, of the Exer- 
ciſe of Divine Goodneſs towards guilty Crea«. 
tures, without a proper Provifion for the Glory 
of Divine Juſtice, are mere Dreams, and in- 
finitely diſhonourable to God. 5. It. is moſt 
falſe, that all that Chriſt did and ſuffered. was 
conducive to our Redemption, only in. Virtue of 
God's Will and Appointment. . (1). If this is 
true, then there was no Fitneſs in the Death of 
Chrift to obtain the, Pardon of Sin, any more 
than there is in the Death of a Brute. Then, 
(2): This was not a wiſe Conſtitution, ur 

wou 
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would chuſe a moral Mean that hath a Fitneſs 
in it to attain the End deſigned. (3). Then 
God might have willed the Death of Chrift, 
without any Intention to pardon Sin and ſave 
Sinners, For, if there is no Fitneſs in his 
Death to procure: Remiſſion, God certainly 
might have decreed; his Death, without ap» 
pointing it to be ſo much as a Condition, or 
Cauſe, (fine qua non). of the Remiſfion of our 
Sins. And who knows but he did? (4). The 
Scriptures he refers unto, do not in the leaſt 
ſuggeſt this. They expreſs, that what Chriſt 
did was the Will of God; but are far from gi- 
ving any Hint, that the Virtue and Efficacy of 


what he did, or ſuffered, is owing unto the 


Will and Appointment of God. To ſcruple 
the Uprightneſs of the Author in the Interpre- 
tation of Scripture, probably, might diſpleaſe 
him; but he muſt excuſe me, that being al- 
lowed in his Favour, if I ſhall fay, that his 
Ability for this Service is far below that of a 
common Reader. 7S >. 


II; Nor can it be true, that by bis Suffer- 


ings be ſatisfied Juſtice, or the ' Law of God. 


For it i very certain, and very evident, that 
Juflice and Lau can no otherwiſe be fatisfied, 
than by the juft and legal Puniſhment of the Of- 
fender. Law in its own Nature muſt akvays 
condemn the Criminal; and Juſtice, acting accord- 
ing to Lau, muſt preciſely inſlict the Puniſhment. 
In the Margin he ſays, by Fuftice, in this Cafe, 
is not meant Juſtice, as it is an Attribute in 

We tf L 2 God, 
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God, or that Branch of his moral Rectitude, 
which we call Righteouſneſs; but Fuſtice flinted 
and directed by — commanding Duty, and de- 
nouncing Penalty in Caſe of Tranſgreſſion. Here, 
therefore, Juſlice and Law come to the ſame 
Wing; only Law is the Rule, and Juſtice is 
Acting according to, or the Execution of that 
Rule (wo). 

- Anſw. 1. It is the Holineſs and Righteouſ- 
neſs of God, which wills Good to be done, and 
Evil to be avoided, and which ordains that Sin 
ſhall expoſe the Creature to, or bring him un- 
der an Obnoxiouſneſs unto Penalty. 2. Law 
is the Expreſſion of the Divine Will, in all theſe 
Reſpects, or the Conſtitution of Divine Righ- 
teouſneſs. The Law, therefore, ſprings from 
. Juſtice and Holineſs: Or, it is Juſtice, which 
gives Being to the Law, and not the Law which 
gives Being to Juſtice. 3. Is Juſtice, which 
is ſtinted and directed by Law, : ſomething in 
God? If it is, then it muſt be either a Divine 
Purpoſe or Perfection. It cannot be a Purpoſe 
or Decree of God, becauſe God muſt then im- 
mutably will the Deſtruction of a Sinner; nei- 
ther can it be any Divine Perfection, becauſe, 
then, God would not be at Liberty to act towards 
any Criminal, otherwiſe than the Law dire&s, 
and the Salvation of a Sinner muſt be abſolute- 
ly impoſſible. And, therefore, 4. Juſtice muſt 
- mean ſomething ou? of God, and what that is, 
Mr. Taylor knows not, nor can declare. It is 
a Non-ens, there can be no ſuch Thing. 5. God

neceſſarily, though freely, wills to puniſh Sin. 
6, It is Matter of Liberty and. free Choice with 
him either to puniſh Sin in the Offender, or 
in a Surety, who agrees to bear his Sin and ſuf- 
fer its Demerit. 7. The Infliction of Penalty 
on the Sinner's Sponſor, is the Execution of 
Juſtice on, or againſt Sin; and his Suffer ings, 
if they have a Sufficiency of Worth in them, 
ariſing from his perſonal Dignity, are ſatisfac- 
tory both to Law and Juſtice. And ſuch were 
the Sufferings of our Saviour, who is God as 
well as Man. 8. Unleſs theſe Things are 
granted, we muſt deny that the Rectitude and 
Righteouſneſs of the Nature -of God is exer- 
ciſed and diſplayed, in puniſhing Sinners them- 
ſelves, or in pardoning and faving them by 
Jeſus Chriſt. There is no Diſcovery of the 
Holineſs of God, in the moſt acetal of all 
his Works, if Sinners are pardoned and faved, 


without Regard to Juſtice and the Law in their 
Redemption. 


III. Nor will the Notion of Chriſt's Dying in 
our Stead, Paying an Equivalent, or Suffering a 
vicarious Puniſhment, bear the Teſt of Scripture 
or Reaſon.. Becauſe this Notion never enters in- 
to the Notion of . Attonement by Sacrifice (x). 
Anſw. 1. It is freely granted, that there was 
no Equivalent in legal Sacrifices. 2. They 
could not, nor were intended to take away Sin, 
in a ſpiritual Senſe. 3. The Death of Chriſt 
was deſigned. to that great End, and it had a

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Fitneſs in it to anſwer that important and glo- 
rious End. 4. The Author with equal Truth 
might fay, that the Notion of Chriſt's taking 
away Sin, in a ſpiritual Senſe, will not bear 
the Teſt of Scripture; becauſe that Notion 
never enters into the Notion of Attonement 
Sacrifice. As the Death of Chriſt effected 
that which /ege/Sacrifices could not effect: 80 
there was that in his Death, which was not in 
any or all of them, vis. a Fitneſs to take away 
Sin, If we are not to limit our Notions of the 
Efficacy of the Death of, our Saviour, by that 
Virtue which attended thoſe Sacrifices; neither 
muft we limit our Notians of the Value of his 
Sufferings, by that Worth which was found 
in them. In thoſe Sacrifices there was no F:t- 
neſs to take away Sin: In the Sacrifice of 
Chriſt there was ſuch a Fitneſs. And in them 
there was not an Equivalent to make Compen- 
fation for Guilt ;. but in the Death of Chrift 
there was an Equivalent, and it was ſatisfactory 
to the Juſtice and Law of God. 
2. Law and Fuſtice can never admit of one 
Man's Dying in the Stead of another, or of his 
Suffering the Puniſhment, which in Law and 
Juſtice is due to the Offender only (). 
 Anſw. 1. The Whole is granted, as to Men. 
But, 2. Surely God may do that.which Men 
may not. He had Power over the innocent 
Te -/us, and might will, that he ſhould bear our 
Sin, and ſuffer for it. Chriſt had Power over 
himſelf to put himſelf in our Place, to take

upon 
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upon him our Guilt, and to conſent untò the 
Suffering Puniſhment for us. His 'Father's 
Will was, chat he ſhould, and he voluntarily 
agreed ſo to do, and hath received an ample 
and ſatisfactory Reward of the Father, for this 
his Submiffion unto his holy, ſovereign Will. 
And, therefore, there is no Injuſtice in this 
Procedure Here was no "Exerciſe of unlawful 
Power in God: No Violence offered to our 
Saviour, nor was his Conſent required unto 
that, which he had not a proper Right to com- 
ply with. For be bad Power to lay down: his 
Lafe, and Power to take it again. Nor is that 
Reward with-held from him, which it was fit 
he ſhould receive upon accompliſhing the Will 
of the Father, in this wonderful Affair. 

3. Puniſhment may be conſidered as juſt and 
fitting; but I cannot conceive how it ſhould be 4 
Sacrifice of a ſweet-ſmelling Savour, Eph. v. 2, 
pleaſing and grateful unto God— much leſs ſuch 
unequitable Puniſhment (2). 

Anſw. 1. He ſeems to grant, that Puniſh» 
ment, 1. e. for Sin, is juft and fitting; but I 
am apprehenſive, that he will not abide by this 
Grant, in Favour of our Principles; becauſe, it 
labs bis own to the Heart. If Puniſhment for 
Sin is juft and fitting, it becomes God to inflict 
it, and not ſuffer Sin to go unpuniſhed. Nor, 
indeed, can he, . for he can no more omit to da 
that, which is jz/ and Fi to be done, than by 
is able to deny bimſelf. 2. His Want of Capa- 
city to diſcern the Nature of heavenly Myſte- 
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ries is not the leaſt Objection to their Truth, 
though he is, it ſeems, « Maſter in Iſrael. 3. 
The Sacrifice of Chriſt was pleaſing to God, 
not conſidered, merely, as he, in Offering of 
himſelf, ſuffered Penalty; but as he ſo did, 
with a holy Submiſſion to his Will, with a 
View to his Glory, and the Salvation of his 
People. 4. Becauſe there was that Value in 
the Sacrifice of Chriſt, reſulting from the infi- 
nite Dignity of his Perſon, as the Father's 
Equal, which renders it fi* to anſwer all the 
glorious Ends of his eternal Love, infinite Wiſ- 
dom, and inflexible Juſtice, in the Buſineſs of our 
Salvation. 5. This was not unequitable Puniſh- 
ment, for it was on Account of, and for Sin. 
And God had Power to will, that Chriſt 
ſhould bear our Guilt, and undergo thoſe Suf- 
ferings which we were liable unto, as Sinners. 
Chriſt took our Guilt upon himſelf, and freely 
conſented to . endure thoſe Penalties, which 
were due unto us. . 

4. Vicarious Puniſhnent or Suffering, (in 
which, upon this Scheme the Efficacy of Chriſt's 
Death for the Remiſſion of Sin ſolely conſiſts) 
gives us too low Ideas of the Sufferings of the Son 
of God, as it ſinks them to the Pain and Suffer- 


ings of a Malefactor, the very meaneſt Idea we 


can have of them. He ſuffered, as if he had been 
the Criminal, the Pain and Puniſhment, which 


we, or equivalent to that which we, the real Cri- 
mi nal, ſhould have. ſuffered ; or he was executed 


by the Hand of Juſtice in our Stead. A Repre- 
preſentation quite too low and inſipid, for an Af- 
| fair 
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fair concerted in the Council of God, and accom- 
Pliſbed by his only begotten Son (a). pr 
Anſio. 1. As it was in the primitive Age of 
the Chriſtian Church, ſoit is now, in Ref 
to the Doctrine of the Croſs, The Reaſon of 
which is clear, the deep Things of God are 
what they always ' were, and the Nature of 
Man is ſtill the fame; and, therefore, we need 
not wonder, if we hear ſome Men pronounce 
them low, mean, and inſpid. I confeſs, that 
this is, in my Opinion, a very corroborating 
Proof of the Divine Verity of our Principles. 
If heavenly Myſteries retain their own Nature, 
and Men continue to be what they formerly 
were, we muſt expect them to expreſs the ſame 
Language, concerning thoſe Myferies, which 
others have done before them. 2. Our Blefled 
Saviour, in himſelf, was innocent, or Holy, 
harmleſs, and undefiled, and he was fo reputed, 
or no otherwiſe conſidered, as in himſelf, 4. 
It was no Diſhonour to Chriſt to bear our 
Guilt, and ſuffer that Puniſhment in our Stead, 
whereunto we were obnoxious, in Obedience to 
the Will of the Father; except it may be deem- 
ed a mean Thing in Chriſt to magnify the Di- 
vine Law and make it honourable; and to glorify 
his Father, in all his infinite Perfections, by 
accompliſhing a Deſign, wherein, above all 
others, the Glory of his Grace, and Mercy, 
Wiſdom, Holineſs, and Juſtice illuſtriouſly 
ſhines.” 4. I am under no Surprize at all at 
this Author's boldly Aſſerting, that this was an

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Affair too low and inſipid to be concerted in 
the Council of God, and accompliſhed by his 
only begotten Son. For it is no Wonder to 
me, that ſome Sort of Perſons dare to affirm, 
that the Wiſdom of God is FOLLY. I wiſh 
them to conſider, that, if our Goſpel be hid, it is 


hid to them that are LOST : And that thoſe, to 


whom the Doctrine of the Croſs is Foohſhneſs, 
PERISH. | 

5. This Notion, as it includes the Imputation 
of our Sins to Chriſt, and of his Righteouſneſs, or 
Fulfilling ef the Law, to us, ſupplies Conſequences 
very hurtful to Piety and Virtue: And ſome 
Chriſtians have actually drawn ſuch Conſequences 


from it (b). 


Anſw. This is a falſe Charge, and is mere Ca- 
lumny. For, 1. The Imputation of our Sins to 
Chriſt, in order to his ſuffering Puniſhment, 
that we might be pardoned and ſaved in a Way 
becoming all the Perfections of God, ſhews us 
clearly the Malignity of Sin, how hateful it is 
to God, and is a moſt perſuaſive Motive to ex- 
cite us to forſake every Evil. 2. The Imputa- 
tion of the Righteouſneſs of Chriſt to us, and our 
Juſtification in the Sight of God, by Virtue of 
it, is a glorious Inſtance of rich Grace and 
Mercy, and is a full Evidence that ſuch is the 
infinite Purity of the Nature of God, that he 
cannot juſtify a Sinner, as conſidered in him- 
ſelf; which influences us to adore his Kindneſs 
and Compaſſion to us in Miſery, and to loath 
durſelves on Account of our Imperfections and 
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Sins. 3. This Doctrine by no Means infers, that 
we may enjoy future Happineſs without preſent 
Holineſs. A Title to eternal Life renders not 
a Meetneſs for it unneceſſary. 4. Juſtification by 
the Righteouſneſs of Chriſt diſſolves not our 
Obligation to Duty. For, though we are 
not under the Law, as a Covenant, to obtain 
Life by our Obedience to it, yet we are as much 
as ever, and in its full Extent, under it, in its 
Precepts. $5. Thoſe Men who approve of 
Duty, only as the Reward of Life may be ex- 
peed of God, for their Attendance to it, what- 
ever they think of themſelves, I am bold to 
affirm, have not a Dram of Holineſs in them. 
6. They are not Chriſtians who turn the Grace 
of God into Laſerviouſneſs : Or who draw Con- 
ſequences from this Doctrine hurtful to Piety 
and Virtue, though Mr. Taylor is pleaſed to 
call them ſo. God forbid, that we ſhould ever 
eſteem them Chriſtians, who can dare 70 %, 
that bis Grace may abound, Nothing more con- 
trary to Chriſtianity can be conceived, than 
that dreadful Impiety is. 7. Some Men, even 
now, give ſad Evidence, what blaſphemons 
Thoughts, concerning the Holineſs, Juſtice, 
and Grace of God, will ſpring up in their cur/- 
ed Minds, when they will juſtly ſuffer his 
dreadful, but rightecus Vengeance, for their 
Crimes, | 

He adds, 6. That the Prepoſition vr, when 
applied to Chriſt's Dying for us, doth not ſignify 
in the Place or Stead of, I have ſhewn in my 
Parapbraſe upon the Romans, in the Note upon 
M 2 + Chap. 
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Chap. v. 7. Nor doth the Prepoſition arri im- 
ply Chat Senſe in thoſe Texts, Matt. xx. 28. 
AuTpoy arri cr, a Ranfom for many, 1 Tim. 
ii. 6. AvtTiAuTpoy ure Tata, a Ranſom for 
all. Avi, indeed, doth ſignify, in the Place or 
Stead of, in fuch Phraſes as theſe, Life for 
Life, Tooth for Tooth, by Way of Retaliation, 
or juft Puniſhment. But, that it alſo fignifies 
for, on Account of, for the Sake of, in Favour 
of, will appear to any one who conſults a good 
Lexicon. |See Eph. v. 31. Heb. xii. 2. Matt. 
xvii. 27.] And, therefore, in ſuch Phraſes as 
Augov evi =, where Redemption or Ranſom 
is ſpoken of, it may ſignify, and I concetve doth 
fignify, no more than a Ranſom for, or on Account 
of Life, to preferve it from being de eftroyed. And 
in Ibis Senſe cur Lord may very properly be 
ſaid to give himſelf a Ranſom for all, 1. e. to re- 
deem them from Death, or to attone for thoſe 
Lives which we had forfeited: Which is the true 
Senſe of his Place (c). 

Anſiw. 1. We allow, that the Prepoſition 
(vTtp) for, 1 ſignifies on Account of, 
or for the Sake of, or in Behalf of. 2. That it 
is uſed to expreſs Subſtitution, or in Stead of, 
cannot be denied, and Socinus himſelf, allows 
that it is ſo uſed. This is its Senſe, in theſe 
Texts, (u urg cov diaxory wa): that in thy Stead 
he might miniſter unto me (d). (Awe 111 
XpioTov) we Pray you in Chriſt's Stead (e).

He very well knows, that it properly expreſles 
Subſtitution, and ſignifies in the Place and Stead 
of. In this Senſe the Septuagint ule it a great 
many Times (Y). 3. Chriſt gave his Life, as 
a Ranſom, or Price of Redemption, unto God, 
our righteous Judge, for us, and, therefore, 
he died in our Stead, or ſuffered in our Place.

He ought 
to aſſign ſome very cogent Reaſons, for his ex- 
plaining away that Senſe, in Reſpect unto the 
Affair of Chriſt's Death. But, as to Reaſons for 
it, he has none, only his D:/zke, that God 
ſhould fix upon ſuch a Method to glorify himſelf, 
in the Salvation of Sinners. A Method it is 
infinitely wiſe, for herein God diſplays the im- 
menſe Riches of his Grace towards our Per- 
ſons, and his infinite Abhorrence of, and De- 
teſtation againſt our Sins. And this is that 
which ſuch Sort of Men, as our Author is, 
cannot patiently bear with. F the Almighty 
will not ſave Sinners without taking Vengeance 
on Sin, or without a Regard to the Honour of his 
Law and Juſtice; this Sort of Men, will dare 
to reproach him to his Face, and pronounce his 
awife Procedures mean, low, inſipid, and un- 
worthy, and yet pretend unto great Upright- 
neſs and Sincerity at the ſame Time. 
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JR. 7 aylor having, as he thinks, entirely 
demoliſhed the Doctrine of Satisfaction 


for Sin, by the Death of Chriſt: He proceeds to 
| diſcourſe 
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diſcourſe concerning his Sufferings, as a Mean 
of our Sanctification, and, in that View, as a 
Condition, or Reaſon with God, of our Remiſ- 
ſion. Wherein, I confeſs, he is very rhetori- 
cal, His Ideas are infinitely below the Subli- 
mity and Grandeur of the Subject, but his 
Expreſſions are lofty and very forid. The in- 
telligent Reader will eaſily perceive this ma- 
terial Difference between the Divine Writers 
and our Author on this Topic. They convey 
noble Sentiments, in Language ſuited to the 
Nature of the glorious Subject; Mr. Taylor 
preſents us with /ow Thoughts, in a pompous 
Dreſs. A few brief Remarks, on this Part 
of his Performance, will ſufficiently diſcover, 
that it may juſtly be ſaid to him, Thou art 
(Vox, & præterea nihil) Words, and nothing 
elſe. J am no Enemy to Rhetoric, nor would 
I detract from the due Praiſes of any Excel- 
lency, which I am not capable of imitating. 
But, if Rhetoric is not animated by Logic, or 
ſound Reaſoning, and good Senſe, as the Soul 
of it, I eſteem it no other than a pretty Fingle, 
calculated to pleaſe leſs diſcerning Minds. A 
glib Tongue and a flowing Pen, not directed 
by a good Underſtanding, in my Opinion, are 
Accompliſhments not much to be admired. 


I. He ſpeaks of the Dignity of the Perſon 
of our Saviour: And ſays, When I conſider, 
that a Perſon of ſo tranſcendent Eminence and Ex- 
cellency, who was in the Form of God, and in the 
bigheſt Degree of Glory and Felicity with the fu- 
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preme Father ; of fuch Wiſdom and Power, that 
by him he made the Worlds; of ſuch Splendor and 
Majeſty, that he was the Brightneſs of God's 
Glory, and the expreſs Image of his Perſon, 
&c. (7). 

A: in order to prevent our entertaining an 
Opinion, infinitely too high, of the perſonal 
Dignity of Chriſt : Or leſt we ſhould imagine, 
that he is the Father's Equal ; he attempts to 
_ obſcure that illuſtrious Teſtimony to the im- 

ortant Truth of our Lord's Equality with him: 

ho, being in the Form of God, thought it not 
Robbery to be equal with God (E), i. e. as he ſays, 
like to God, And in the Margin he obſerves, 
that the Phraſe, (To ea ion Oe) to be equal 
with God, is the fame as (IZA SEQ), (Iecbeog), 
(Oos w;) hike God; or as God, and anſwers to 
the Hebrew (2NbxXD) Zech. x1. 8. The Houſe 
of David ſhall be as God. To which I anſwer, 
as a learned Author does, that, with the Greeks, 
(To e junttum ic), is moſt figmficant, Per- 
fect Equality cannot be more fully expreſſed, than 
it is by that Phraſe (!). The Inſtances, with 
which he would make it parallel, expreſs Lite- 
neſs, but this Equality. Mr. Taylor para- 
phraſes: He did not regard the Dignity and 
Glory, which he had with the Father, as Sol- 
diers do the Spoil and Plunder, which they take

Anſw. 1. The Apoſtle ſays, Chriſt did not 
think, eſteem, or account it Spoil. Mr. Tay- 
lor ſays, he did not regard it, that is, he did 25 
Forcibly hold it, as Soldiers ds their Plunder, be- 
tween which the Difference is as wide, as it 
can be. 2. The Apoſtle, in this Phraſe, aſſerts 
the Dignity of our Saviour. Mr. Tay ler inter- 
prets it of his Condeſcenſion, which is as di- 
rectly contrary to the Intention of the ſacred 
Writer, as any Thing can be. In his Notes on 
Rom. ix. 5. he firſt obſerves, that the Power 
delegated to Chriſt by the Father, over all 
Things, is his ſupreme Godhead, Not content 
with that depraved Interpretation of the Phraſe : 
Who is over all, God Bleſſed for ever: He ven- 
tures at a bold Corruption of the Text. It ſeems 
hat this Part of Chriſt's Character, has to do 
with the Jews, is not to him very clear. Nor, 
can he conceive, why the Apoſile neglected to men- 
tion, in this Place, the Jews Relation to God, as 
their God. - How could be overlook the main Ar- 
ticle in this Lift, i. e. of their Privileges? In 
order to ſupply this Defe&, and to wreſt the 
Words from our, Saviour of whom they are 
ſpoken, he delivers this Conjecture, that 
there is a Tranſpoſition 1 in the Text, viz. thus, 
(% wy for e) 1. e. who ts, for whoſe TA and 
ſo he applies the Phraſe to the Father: boſe 
is the God over all. Thus, ſays he, the grand 
Privilege will be inſerted to „e and 
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tand at the Top of a lefty Climax, riſing from 
the FATHERS, 4% CHRIST, t GOD. 
Probably, our Author may be much pleaſed 
with this 77gexzous Conjecture of his; fince he 
fancies, that it throws ſuch admirable Beauty 
on the Apoſtle's Diſcourſe. But it falls out 
very unhappily for him, that this grand Pri- 
vilege 1s the firſt mentioned, the Apoſtle be- 
gins with it in the 4th Verſe : To whom pertain- 
cih the Adoption, which is expreſſive of the 
Jews Relation unto God. And, Mr. Taylor 
diſcerned this, when he wrote his Paraphraſe, 
for in that he thus ſpeaks on the Words: 
Dignified with the Character of the Sons and 
Fir. born of God, (Exod. iv. 22. Fer. xxxi. 
9. THoſ. xi. 1.) We muſt, therefore, con- 
clude, bl he had forgot his Paraphraſe, when 
he wrote his Notes. If that had occurred to his 
Thoughts, it would have prevented him aſſign- 
ing this Reaſon for his bold and daring Cor- 
ruption of the Text. Again, it is abſurd to 
ſuppoſe, that a limited and precarious Being 
is the Brightneſs of the Father” s Glory, and 
the expreſs Image, or Character, of his Perſon. 
It would not be ſo far from Truth to ſay that 
a Glow-worm, is the Brightneſs of the Sun's 
Splendor, and the Character of his dazzling 
Rays. I am bold to affirm, that God is not 
capable of giving Exiſtence to a Creature, unto 
whom thoſe Things are properly applicable. 
God is eternal, all-knowing, all-wiſe, al- 
mighty, ſupremely good, abſolutely immuta- 
ble, Cc. No voluntary Production is eternal, 
unlimit- 
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unlimited in Knowledge, Wiſdom, Goodneis, 
Power, or immutable, nor can be in its Na- 
ture, yea, it may ceaſe to be at all. And ſuch 
a Being Mr. Taylor thinks Chriſt is. Beſides, 
Creation is not a Work of almighty Power, if 
it was effected by the Agency of ſuch a Being 
as Mr, Taylor imagines our Saviour is. 

The Fact is undoubtedly this: Either Crea- 
tion was wrought by the Power and Wiſdom 
which reſide in the Father Or by the Power 
and Wiſdom which re/de in Chriſt: If by 
that Wiſdom and Power which reſide in the 
Father ; then the Wiſdom and Power, which 
reſide in Chriſt had no more Efficiency, in the 
Production of all Things, than the Wiſdom and 
Power of Mr. Taylor had. And, if the Creation 
was effected by the Wiſdom and Power which 
reſide in Chriſt, that is not a Work of infinite 
Wiſdom and Omnipotence, but it is the Ef- 
fe& of finite Wiſdom and limited Power. The 
old Philoſophers were not greater Fools, who 
profeſſed themſelves to be wiſe, than thoſe among 
us are, who reje& evangelical Myſteries ; for 
they advance moſt evident Abſurdities, God 
cannot give a Sufficiency of Wiſdom and Power 
to any Being whatever, to create a World ; the 
Reaſon is as clear as the Sun, Infinity is not 
coinmunicable ; if it was, God might produce 
his Equal, which he can no more do, than he 
can become finite. T am ſure, I ſay nothing here, 
but what agrees with the peerleſs and incompre- 
benfible Perfections of my almighty Creator; 
and I expreſs theſe Things, with a View to 
vindicate his Glory, to aſſert the true Dignity

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of Chriſt, and to expoſe the Stupidity of Ari- 
aniſm, which at this Time is greatly ſpreading 
amongſt us, with all other deteſtable Errors. 
For my Part, I am fully reſolved never to own 
any Perſon whatever, as my Saviour, who 1s 
finite in his Nature, mutable in his Being, pre- 
caricus, and may ceaſe to be; ſuch a God Mr. 
Taylor would fain perſuade us to believe 
Chriſt is. Thoſe may ſo do, who imagine, 
that infinite Wiſdom, Power, Merit, and Com- 
paſſion are not Requiſites in a Saviour, and who 
can be content to truſt in themſelves, and- their 
own Obedience, for Pardon and Acceptation 
with God in Judgment, From which I pray 
the good Lord, of his Mercy, eternally to de- 
liver 'my poor periſhing Soul, 


II. Mr. Taylor obſerves, that God's granting 
Remiſſion of Sin, through the Blood of Chriſt, ts 
the propereſt Way to affect our Minds with the 
Malignity of Sin, and to ſhew us how odious and 
deteſlable all Sin is to God (n). | 

Anſw. 1. He allows not, that God does 
grant us Remiſhon of Sin, through Chriſt's 
Blood, though he thus ſpeaks. For, his Opi- 
nion is, that the Death of Chriſt procured only a 
Declaration or Promiſe from God to pardon Sin; 
and that we muſt, by our own Works, acquire 
a Right to Remiſſion. 2. If the malign, odious, 
and deteſtable Nature of Sin is ſeen, in God's re- 
quiring the Death of Chriſt, ozly as a Condition 
of giving a Promiſe to pardon ; it is infinitely

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more diſcovered, in the Infliction of proper Pu- 
niſhment, for Sin, on Chriſt in Dying; and, 
therefore, our Opinion of the penal Nature of 
his Death, according to his own Reaſoning, 
bids much fairer for Truth, than that which he 
advances does. If it is an Inſtance of Divine 
Wiſdom to pardon Sin in ſuch. a Way, as the 
Malignity, odious and deteſtable Nature. of it 
to God, may be ſeen: Surely, it is reaſonable 
to conclude, that it is the w2/eſt and fitteſt Me- 
thod to diſpenſe Pardon, in ſuch a Way, as moſt 
clearly diſcovers God's Abhorrence of it. Now, 
whether only Requiring that Chriſt ſhould die, 
without enduring Penalty in his Death : Or 
the Infliction of Puniſhment on him, in Dy- 
ing, in order to the Remiſſion of Sin, more 
fully diſcovers its Malignity and evil Nature, 
may, I think, be ſafely left to the Determina- 
tion of any unprejudiced Perſon, who hath the 
leaſt Diſcernment in the Things of God. 


III. He ſays, How forcibly, far beyond any 
abſtraft Reaſonings, do theſe Confiderations, viz. 
God's delivering up Chriſt for us all, &c. urge 
us ts love God and our Saviour, to devote our all 
to his Honour? &c. (o). Still our Opinion 
hath the Advantage infinitely above his. For, 
ſurely, every one muſt ſee, that it is a greater 
Inſtance of Love to ſuffer a penal Death, than 
it 18 barely to die, or without enduring Divine 
Puniſhment in Dying. And, conſequently, 
our Obligations to God and the Redeemer are

far 
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far greater, on our Principles, than it can be 
thought they are, upon thoſe of Mr. Tay- 
ian: Therefore, that there is, at leaſt, a b 
Probability of the Truth of our Opinion, and 
of the Falſehood of his, the Nature of his own 
Reaſoning evinces. But the Reader muſt ob- 

| ſerve, That, though he uſes falling Words, 
he is very %% in Senſe and Meaning. Some 
Men have an admirable Knack of expreſſing 
themſelves, in a Hy Manner, when they con- 
vey exccedingly low Ideas, which I can never 
prevail with myſelf to admire, on any Subject. 
Such a Way of diſcourſing on this, which is 
of all other Subjects the moſt glorious, impor- 
tant, and aſtoniſhing, I heartily deſpiſe; be- 
cauſe it is calculated to deceive, and cauſe weak 
People to imagine that a Senſe is intended, 
which is agreeable to its Nature, whereas no- 
thing is more remote from, or contrary to the 
Deſign of the Perſon himſelf. Nor is Mr. 
Taylor inſenſible of this. 


IV. It is granted, that Chri/t was an Exam- 
Ple to us in Suffering; but not as he bore Sin, 
ſuffered for it, and was made a Curſe, to re- 
deem us from the Law's Curſe; in neither of 
theſe Views, 1s he propoſed to us an Example ; 
theſe Things are peculiar to him, in the Cha- 
rater of the Redeemer of the Church of God. 
Yet, we freely allow, that, from this glorious 
Pattern of Meekneſs, Love, and Zeal for the 
Honour of God, we may learn Uſefulneſs (p),

Love (4), Humility, Condeſcenſion (r), Truſt 
in God (), Mortification of fleſhly Lufts (i). 
Patience, Meekneſs, and Fortitude under Suffer - 
ings (u), Deadneſs to the World (w), as Mr. 
Taylor obſerves. And I think, that he is not 
ſo, ſtupid, as not to diſcern, that our Opinion 
furniſhes us with theſe Advantages, in a De- 
gree, at leaſt, equal with his own. 


V. Faith in Chriſt is not, it ſeems, a Reli- 
ance er Dependance on his Blood and Righteouſ- 
neſs for Pardon and Acceptance with God; but 
it is the Attention of our Minds fixed upon him, 
as our Example, whereby we become like bim, 
in our Temper and Behaviour ; and, being ſo, on 
that Account, we have a Claim upon God for the 
Remiſjion of our Sins, and the eternal Salvation 
of our Souls. This it is to be baptized into 
Chriſt's Death. This it is to eat his Fleſh and drink 
his Blood, in the Inſiitution of the Lord's Supper. 
And this is Approaching to God through Chriſt's 
Blood with Boldneſs (x). Theſe Things are not 
true, and I am bold to affirm, that they agree 
not with the Experience of a fingle Chriſtian, in 
the whole World. Indeed, it is not to be ex- 
pected of Men, after they have deſtroyed the 
Fundamentals of Chriftianity, to give us a true 
Account of Chriſtian Experience. Mr. Taylor 
ought not to take it amiſs, that I am ſo very 
brief in my Remarks here; becauſe, though

Although a Man hath been, 
through the Courſe of his Life, luxurious, in- 
continent, perfidious, oppreſſive, fraudulent, ra- 
pacious, cruel, proud, envious, wrathful, mali- 
cious, revengeful, or brutal and diabolical in his 
Diſpopit on and Behaviour ; . hath neither feared

vated Guilt, and procure him a Title to Hap- 
pineſs. 

3. Repentance is in the Power of every Sin- 
ner. Or no Criminal whatever needs ſuper-

Happineſs to the Creatures init, And concludes 
thus: It would bave been as fully conſiſtent with 
the Goodneſs of my Maker: to have made me what 
I ariginally am, 2 ef the Earth, as to make. me 
what I am, as a Deſcendant from Adam (þ). 
The Apoſtacy of Adam, therefore, can be no 
juſt Reaſon, why his Deſcendants ſhould be 
placed in unhappy Circumſtances.

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Our preſent Situation is entirely withdrawn 
from the Bar of Juſtice, and is wholly re- 
ferred unto Divine Goodneſs, which, as it is 
ſaid, deſigns nothing but the Happineſs of the 
Creature. Infinite Benevolence, therefore, hath 
determined to give Exiſtence to innumerable 
rational Creatures, ſo ſituated in Conſequence 
of the Sin of him from whom they ſpring, in 
their ſucceſſive Generations, as is certainly fol- 
lowed with the Depravation of every Indivi- 
dual, who continues in Being fo long as to be 
affected by the evil Temptations, which are in- 
ſeparable from the preſent State. This Depra- 
vation is the Loſs of the true Glory and Feli- 
City of the reaſonable Creature. This, it ſeems, 
is owing to infinite Benevolence. Again, for 
that is not all, by this Depravation, Men are, 
at leaſt, in Danger of being hurried on through 
the Force of Temptations, which eaſily work 
upon depraved Minds, to act a Part which na- 
turally tends to their everlaſting Deſtruction, 
and actually much the ſuperior Number of 
Men, periſh for ever. And it ſeems, that it 
is the Decree of Divine Beneficence to place 
them in fo d:ſadvantageous and exceedingly dan- 
gerous a State, Farther, it is the Appointment 
of the ſame immenſe Kindneſs, that a great 
Part of the human Species, who are not charge- 
able with Guilt contracted by another, and 
have never offended themſelves, ſhall- endure 
Tortures which would pierce a Heart of Stone, 
and expire in dreadful Agonies, Moreover, it 


is the Goodneſs of God which ordained, that 
ſo 
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fo great a Part of Mankind ſhall be ſubject to 
a Train of Miſeries in the preſent State of 
Things, which the moſt rigid Virtue cannot poſ- 
ſibly defend a Perſon from, viz. extreme Ho- 
verty, Contempt, Oppreſſion, and vile Cruelty. 
This is that /ovely Condition, which the Good 
neſs of the great Creator hath ordained the hu- 
man Species unto ; for Juſtice, it ſeems, hath no 
Concern at all in this Appointment! Prodigi- 
ous, indeed! One would imagine that Men, 
who aſcribe this Situation to the Goodneſs of 
God, cannot, themſelves, believe the ſpecious 
Things, which they expreſs concerning it, nor 
can poſſibly have any pleaſing ExpeCtations 
from it, how much ſoever, to ſerve a Purpoſe, 
they think well to extol and applaud it. But 
all theſe Things are accounted for, by bringing 
them to the Bar of Divine Juſtice, unto which 
alone they can in Reaſon be referred. 
3. A Third Difficulty is, Innocence cannot be 
puniſhed. Perfect Innocence can know no Pains of 
Conſcience. Perfect Innocence can have no Appre+ 
benſion of the Wrath and Diſpleaſure of God (i). 
Anſw. 1. If Men may be allowed to expreſs 
themſelves, in what Way they ſhall think 
proper, upon a Subject, they may prove or 
diſprove any Thing. It is not Innocence, 
nor an innocent Perſon, as ſo conſidered, that 
is puniſhed. But, 1. An innocent Perſon may 
bear the Sins of others, or have their Guilt 
imputed to him. 2. In Conſequence of that, 
ſuffer Puniſhment. 3. He hath no Conſciouſ- 
neſs of having contracted that Guilt, which is

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placed to his Account. But, 4. He may have 
a painful Senſation of the Charge of that Guilt 
to him. And, 5. Of that Wrath and Diſplea- 
fure, which the Sin that is imputed to him 
demerits. 6. A mere Conſciouſneſs of having 
finned is not Puniſhment, nor does that enter 
into the Nature of Puniſhment. For, (1). 
That is no other than a natural Act of the 
Mind, as it is endued with a Power of Recol- 
lection. (2). Such a Conſciouſneſs will always 
be in thoſe who are pardoned, except it is ſup- 
poſed, .that they will forget that they once were 
Sinners; which if they do, then the Benefit 
of Salvation from Sin, and its Conſequences, 
they can have no Remembrance of, Some, in- 
deed, ſeem to imagine, that thus it ſhall be 
with the Saints in Heaven, but without any 
Foundation: And unto the total and eternal 
Eclipſe of the Glory of the Grace of God, in 

our Salvation by Teſus Chrife. 
4. He objects, That he Ends of Government 
are not anſwered, but evaded, by the Puniſhment 
of Sin in Chriſt (E). A 
- Anfw, 1. It is granted, that this Appoint- 
ment was of the Father, as he ſays. 2. That 
Chriſt did not procure the Love of the Father 
to Men. His Sacrifice was the Fruit of Divine 
Love, and not the Cauſe of it. In order far- 
ther to prove, that the Ends of Government 
are evaded by this adorable Scheme of Salva- 
tion, he, (1). Suppoſes it was pofible, that 
Chriſt might not bave been willing to die for us 
(7). This is a Suppoſition of what is not to be

ſuppoſed. 
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uppoſed. For, 1. The Will of the Father 
was an Obligation upon Chriſt in his human 
Nature, which was that wherein he ſuffered. 
2. As a Divine Perſon, he aſſumed that Nature 
into Union with himſelf, in order to give it up 
to Suffering and Death. 3- The Will of 
Chriſt's human Nature was wholly under the 
Direction of the Will of his Divine Nature. 
4. He could not but conſent unto the Pleaſure 
of the Father, in this Matter; yet his Conſent 
was voluntary, and not forced. (2). He en- 
quires thus: How could his willing Submiſſion to 
the Father alter the Caſe, with Respect to the 
Ends of Government? It will be confeſſed, that. 
the Father's giving him up, without à willing 
Compliance, could not have anſwered tbeje 
Ends (m). 

Anſiv. 1. If Chriſt had not conſented to 
take our Guilt upon himſelf, and to ſuffer Pu- 
niſhment in our Stead, in his Death, he would 
not have offered himſelf a Sacrifice to God, 
nor would there have been any Thing in his 
Death pleafing to him, as a Sacrifice for Sin, 
and, conſequently, nothing of a Fitneß in it 
to attone for Sin: And, of Courſe, no Diſplay 
of Juſtice, but. a mere arbitrary Act of Vio- 
lence put forth upon him. 2. How much ſo- 
ever the Author may be pleaſed with this bold 
Enquiry, it affects himſelf as well as us: Since 
he muſt grant, that, if Chriſt had not conſented 
unto his Death, nothing of Wiſdom, Good- 
neſs, and Mercy towards us tad been therein 
manifeſted. 
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5. The Author thinks, That, , this Point 7s 
of ſo much Importance, it ſbould be plain and level 
to every Capacity, &c (n). | 

 Anſw. The deep Things of God are certainly 
of the greateſt Importance; but it don't fol- 
low, that, therefore, they are plain and level 
to any Capacity, eſpecially the Capacities of 
thoſe, who think, that their Reaſon is the' 
Standard and Teſt of Truth. They are the 
wiſe and prudent from whom' heavenly Myſteries 
are hid, and to whom they are Folly and Weaknefs. 

6. He enquires, hat is the Fruit of the Sa- 
ti faction of Chriſt? Is it an Indenmity to the 
World ? No Man ſays this (o). 

Anſw. 1. Chriſt did not die for the whole 
human Race. 2. Thoſe who affirm, that he 
did, deny his proper and full Satisfaction, 
whereof, as I ſuppoſe, the Author, was not 
ignorant. And, therefore, J cannot but confi- 
der his Reaſoning here, as an Inſtance of Un- 
fairneſs and Diſingenuity; and his Inſult upon 
it, is very unworthy of him, who gives full 

Evidence, that he is no Stranger to the Contro- 
verſies on this Matter, Why, therefore, does 
he with ſuch an Air of Inſult ſay, Is this an 
Adminiſtration worthy of God? Hit can Juſtice 
have received a full dati faction, and yet Satiſ- 
faction is to be made again; as if no Sutisfaction 
had been made at all (þ)? He very well knows, 
I am perſuaded, that thoſe who maintain the 
uni ver ſal Extent of the Death of Chriſt, do 
not allow, that his Death was fatigfuctory to 
Divine Juſtice for Sin, though he is pleaſed

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thus to expreſs himſelf. 3. I freely grant, that, 
if the Death of Chriſt is of unlimited Extent, 
his Death was not ſatisfactory to the Law and 
Juſtice of God, for the Sins of any Part of 
Mankind. If it is once proved, that. he died 
for Men univerſally, it will never be proved, 
that he made a proper and full Satisfaction for the 
Sins of any one Man in the World. And this 
the Author, in my Opinion, full well knows. 

7. He enquires thus: F thetr Offences have 
been fully ſatisfied for, and a Puniſhment every 
Way equal to them actually borne, in what Senſe 
can Pardon be ſaid to be free (g)? 

Anſw. 1. As he fays, to Sinners it is free. 
2. The Scripture, by free Remiſſion, does not 
mean Pardon, without SatisfaCtion, but For- 
giveneſs, without any moving Conſideration in 
the Sinner pardoned. 3. It is falſe which he 
affirms, that on the Part of the F ather, conſi- 
dered as a moral Governor, it can in no Senſe 
be ſo, 7. e. free. For the Father, out of infi- 
nne Love to Men, provided and appointed that 
Sacrifice, by which Satisfaction is made. And, 
therefore, the Satisfaction his Juſtice hath re- 
ceived for Sin, is no Objection to the Freeneſs 
and Riches of his Grace and Mercy, in pardon- 
ing it to the Sinner.

| ;fw. 1. The Author ſuppoſes, that ſin- 
cere Repentance might be, without this Satiſ- 
faction, which is falſe, for Repentance is a 
Fruit of Satisfaction by the Death of Chriſt. 
2. He ſuggeſts, that Remiſſion follows upon 
Repentance, which is not true; a Man's Sins, 
at leaſt, in Order of Nature, are forgiven, be- 
fore he exerciſes Repentance. Becauſe God 
wills not to impute Sin to a Man, therefore, 
he gives him Repentance, unto Life. 4. I 
cannot but apprehend, that he has ſeen clear 
Proof given of the Neceflity of Satisfaction, 
though, through Prejudice, he will not allow 
of it. If I thought him a Perſon unac- 
quainted with what hath been written, on 
that important Subject, I would point out 
to him, where he might meet with full Proof 
of this Matter; but, as I am perſuaded, that 
he is one, who has been converſant in Wri- 
tings of that Kind, I think it entirely needleſs 
to refer him to any Writer, on that Subject. 
Let him review and reconſider what he has 
read, in Relation to that Point, and if he is 
not apoftatized from Truth, through carnal 
Reaſon, Pride, Unbelief, and Contempt of bea- 
venly Myſteries, probably, he may diſcern, 
what, at preſent, he profeſſes not to do. If he
